Wool  prices  tended  downward  at  recent  Australian  and  British  sales. 
At  Sydney  the  sales  series  that  closed  September  9  found  closing  prices  of 
well-grown  descriptions  5  percent  and  other  descriptions  from  10  to  15 
percent  lower  than  at  the  opening  on  August  30.     Prices  at  the  Brisbane 
sales,  opened  on  September  13,  remained  at  about  the  Sydney  closing  levels. 
There  was  competition  at  both  sales  from  continental  and  British  sources. 
The  London  wool  sales,  opened  September  14,  were  characterized  by  prices 
from  5  to  15  percent  lower  than  those  at  the  close  on  July  16  of  the 
previous  series,  the  declines   being    in    line   with    those    registered  in 
Australia.    Offerings  were  small,  but  presented  a  representative  selection. 
There  was  a  fair  degree  of  both  British  and.  continental  competition.

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GRAINS 

Larger  crops  reported  in  North  America 

Official  estimates  of  the  United  States  and  Canadian  wheat  crops, 
issued  on  September  10,   indicate  that  the  1937  harvest  in  North  America 
will  exceed  previous  expectations  "by  about  18,700,000  'bushels.    A  re- 
duction of  nearly  4,500,000  "bushels  from  the  August  estimate  of  spring 
wheat  brought  the  total  United  States  crop  to  835,950,000  bushels  as 
compared  with  626,461,000  bushels  harvested  in  1936.     The  Canadian  crop, 
however,  totaled  188,191,000  bushels  as  against  the  Bureau's  earlier 
expectations  of  about  155,000,000  bushels.     This  compares  with  229,218,000 
bushels  produced  last  year  and  is  the  smallest  crop  harvested  since  1914, 
when  the  acreage  was  less  than  half  the  area  sown  for  1937. 

Drought  conditions  experienced  this  season  in  the  Prairie  Pro- 
vinces were  much  more  disastrous  than  those  of  1936,  although  the  area 
affected  was  not  greatly  different.     These  Provinces  accounted  for 
164,000,000  bushels  of  the  total  crop  of  spring  wheat  placed  at 
168,999,000  bushels.    Manitoba  produced  53,000,000  bushels  as  against 
28,000,000  bushels  in  1936;  Saskatchewan,  35,000,000  against  117,000,000; 
and  Alberta,  76,000,000  against  67,000,000  bushels  in  1936.     The  1937 
drought  damage,  especially  in  Saskatchewan s  was  unparalled  in  the  previous 
crop  history  of  the  Prairie  Provinces  and  brought  the  average  yield  per 
acre  to  a  new  low  level.     The  quality  of  the  new  wheat  is  said  to  be 
quite  high  but  slightly  below  the  record  of  1936. 

The  Canadian  ry9  crop  was  estimated  at  6,038,000  bushels  as 
compared  with  4,281,000  bushels  produced  in  1936.     The  oat  crop  was 
placed  at  299,649,000  bushels,  a  gain  of  10,930,000  bushels  over  the 
harvest  of  last  year.     The  barley  crop  amounted  to  87,781,000  bushels 
as  against  71,922,000  bushels  obtained  in  1936.     See  table,  page  198. 

Manchurian  crop  produc tion  above  last  year 

Production  of  all  major  crops  in  Manchuria  is  expected  to  be 
above  that  of  last  year,  according  to  the  first  official  estimates 
received  from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Econom- 
ics.    Weather  conditions  this  spring  were  favorable  for  planting,  and 
growing  conditions  during  the  summer  have  been  reported  favorable  in 
most  sections.    Estimates  indicate  that  production  of  soybeans  and  corn 
will  be  about  10  percent  and  that  of  wheat  about  20  percent  larger  than 
in  1936,  while  only  perilla-seed  ha.rvest  is  expected  to  be  lower.  Esti- 
mates based  on  conditions  as  of  July  1  this  year  and  final  revised  esti- 
mates for  1936  are  as  follows:

Japanese  mill  activity  continues  at  high  levels 

Japanese  cotton  mill  activity,  which  was  at  record  high  levels 
during  the  first  6  months  of  the  year,  continued  well  sustained  in 
July  and  August,  according  to  information  received  from  the  Shanghai 
office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  based  on  a  report  from 
American  Consul  Termy  at  Kobe.     The  outlook,  however,  .appears  to  be  for 
a  recession  in  subsequent  months,  as  new  sales  of  yarn  a,nd  piece  goods 
during  July  were  estimated  at  only  30  percent  of  production.  Large 
cancellations  of  sales  previously  contracted  at  higher  prices  were  also 
in  prospect.    Because  of  unsettled  internal  economic  conditions,  new 
orders  from  abroad  for  piece  goods  were  limited. 

Japanese  imports  of  raw  cotton  during  July  showed  a  seasonal  de- 
cline and  were  about  10  percent  below  those  of  June,  but  higher  than 
usual  for  July.     Imports  of  American  and  Brazilian  cotton  were  substan- 
tially above  the  June  figure,  but  Indian  and  most  other  growths  showed 
declines.     The  total  cumulative  imports  from  September  1936  through 
July  1937  were  substantially  above  imports  for  the  same  period  in  pre- 
ceding years.     Imports  of  American  cotton  for  the  11-month  period  of 
1936-37  were  slightly  above  those  of  the  corresponding  period  of  the 
preceding  season  but  somewhat  below  the  1934-35  figure.     The  increase 
in  total  imports  in  1936-37  over  imports  of  recent  years  wa.s  largely 
the  result  of  increased  takings  of  Indian  and  Brazilian  growths. 

Prices  of  raw  cotton  on  the  Osaka,  market  declined  during  July, 
principally  as  a  result  of  declining  prices  of  American  growths.  July 
prices  of  American  Strict  Middling  averaged  16.34  cents  per  pound  and 
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prices  of  Indian  Acola  averaged  11.59  cents  per  pound.     Wharf  stocks  at 
the  end  of  July  were  about  11  percent  "below  those  at  the  end  of  June  "but 
were  materially  above  the  average  for  recent  years.

HOPS 

Smaller  hop  crop  expected  in  Centra,!  Europe 


The  1937  hop  crop  in  continental  Europe  now  promises  to  be  some- 
what below  the  very  good  crop  of  last  year  and  about  the  same  as  that 
harvested  in  1935,  according  to  a  report  from  Gordon  P.  Boals ,  assistant 
agricultural  attache  at  Berlin.    Hop  exports  during  the  coming  season  are 
likewise  expected  to  be  reduced  as  compared  with  1936-37.     The  smaller 
harvest  in  Central  Europe,  which  now  seems  likely  to  total  fully  15  per- 
cent or  more  below  that  of  last  year,   is  largely  the  result  of  unfavorable 
weather  conditions,  insect  infestation,  and  disease  damage. 
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In  recent  weeks  most  hop  areas  have  suffered  from  hot  weather, 
while* in  June  a  similar  period  caused  considerable  premature  blossoming. 
Insect  infestation  also  has  been  quite  serious  in  some  districts,  and 
in  others  damage  has  been  caused  by  peronospora.     In  Germany,  however, 
the  decrease  may  be  attributed  largely  to  the  15-percent  acreage  reduc- 
tion that  the  Government  decreed  last  spring.     The  outturn  in  the  six 
countries  (Germany,  Czechoslovakia,  Poland,  Yugoslavia,  France,  and 
Belgium)  is  estimated  by  the  Central  European  Hop  Association  at  about 
56,768,000  pounds  against  around  68,343,000  pounds  produced  last  year. 

The  generally  smaller  hop  crops  in  Central  Europe  this  year  should 
definitely  reduce  the  exportable  surplus  and  exports  of  hops  during  the 
coming  season,  particularly  from  Czechoslovakia  and  Poland.     These  coun- 
tries, which  usually  export  a  larger  proportion  of  their  supplies  than 
does  Germany,  expect  considerably  smaller  crops  in  certain  sections.  The 
slightly  smaller  crop  in  Germany,  along  with  existing  market  regulations 
and  the  present  less  favorable  world  prices  and  market  outlook,  should 
reduce  German  exports  to  a  rather  small  quantity.    As  stocks  at  present 
do  not  appear  very  burdensome,   there  may  be  some  tendency  to  keep  larger 
domestic  supplies  than  in  most  years,  especially  if  export  prices  are  not 
very  favorable. 

Tho  quality  and  especially  the  color  of  hops  in  both  the  important 
Czechoslovak  district  of  Saaz  and  the  German  Hallertau  region  are  reported 
satisfactory,  with  a  considerable  portion  better  than  last  year.  Picking 
started  in  Czechoslovakia  and  Poland  in  the  second  week  of  August  and  in 
most  German  districts  during  the  third  and  fourth  weeks  of  the  month. 
Considerable  rainy  weather  has  been  experienced  during  the  second  half  of 
the  month  and  is  believed  to  have  interfered  somewhat  with  harvesting 
operations;  should  it  continue,   some  deterioration  in  quality  may  result. 

Government  policy  in  continental  Europe  continues  in  general  to 
discourage  expansion  in  the  hop  acreage.     The  Central  European  Hop  Asso- 
ciation is  particularly  active  in  this  work  and  is  doing  much  to  make  the 
several  governments  conscious  of  the  economic  situation  and  problems  of 
the  European  hop  industry.     The  acreage  control,  which  started  first  in 
Germany  and  Czechoslovakia,  the  most  important,  producing  countries,  is 
"being,  held  up  as.  an  example  for  the  other  countries.     The  principal  ex- 
pansion in  the  past  few  years  has  been  in  Poland  and,  especially,  in 
Jugoslavia.     The  decline  in  the  important  German  acreage  this  year,  how- 
ever, should  offset  any  increase  that  may  have  occurred  elsewhere  in 
Europe  and  may  perhaps  result  in  a  decrease  in  the  continental  total  as  com- 
pared with  1936.     Though  efforts  made  in  Czechoslovakia  towa,rd  a  reduc- 
tion in  acreage  have  not  been  successful,  there  has  been  a  noticeable 
stabilization  in  the  acrca-gc  since  1934  and,  as  a  further  step  in  con- 
trol, the  registration  of  all  hop  yards  has  been  introduced. 
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In  recent  years  the  German  Government  has  "been  guaranteeing  growers 
a  fairly  satisfactory  price  for  hops  in  return  for  the  control  of  area. 
The  controlled  area  and  minimum  prices  in  Germany  have  tended  to  raise 
yields  per  acre,  and  it  is  "believed  that  this  was  also  a  significant 
factor  in  making  for  the  German  decree  this  year  requiring  a  15-percent 
reduction  in  area.     The  present  Government  policy  appears  to  "be  placing 
the  emphasis  upon  producing  a  domestic  crop  fully  adequate  for  domestic 
requirements  hut  limiting  export  surpluses,  at  least  until  the  world  market 
outlook  "becomes  more  favorable. 

FRUITS,  VEGETABLES ,  AND  NUTS 

Austria  may  import  more  American  prunes 

Owing  to  the  small  prune  crop  expected  in  Yugoslavia-  this  season, 
Austria  will  probably  import  larger  quantities  of  prunes  from  the  United 
States  during  1937-38,  according  to  a  communication  from  the  American 
Consul  General  at  Vienna.     Total  imports  of  prunes  into  Austria  in  1936 
amounted  to  5,443  short  tons,'  of  which  61  percent  came  from  the  United 
States,  37  percent  from  Yugoslavia,  and  2  percent  from  other  nearby  coun- 
tries.    The  Italian  prune  from  Oregon  seems  to  be  preferred  in  Austria. 

Dried  prunes  in  bulk  or  in  containers  with  a  gross  weight,  of  176 
pounds  are  du-cy  free.     The  duty  on  prunes  packed  otherwise  is  2.50  gold 
crowns  per  100  kilograms  (39  cents  per  100  pounds).     In  addition,  a  turn- 
over and  crisis  tax  of  9  percent  of  the  duty-paid  invoice  value  of  the 
goods  is  collected  on  entry.    A  special  permit  is  required  to  import 
dried  prunes  in  containers  with  a  gross  weight  of  less  than  110  pounds. 

LIVESTOCK,  MEAT.,  AND  ¥00 L 

European  hog  numbers  decline  further 

The  previously  reported  declining  tendency  in  European  hog  pro- 
duction gained  momentum  during  the  first  half  of  1937  unfavorable 
hog-feed  price  relationships  stimulated  marketings  and  discouraged  breed- 
ing operations,  according  to  Livestock  Specialist  H.  E.  Reed  at  Berlin. 
Latest  census  returns  show  that  declines  in  hog  numbers  have  occurred  in 
all  important  producing  countries  except  Czechoslovakia  and  Hungary,  with 
sow  numbers  showing  the  greatest  degree  of  decline.     Slaughter  during  the 
last  half  of  1937  will  be  smaller  than  in  the  comparable  period  of  last 
year  and  the  first  half  of  this  year.     Indications  are  that  further  and 
more  marked  declines  in  slaughter  will  occur  during  the  first  half  of 
1938. 

Hog  prices  declined  during  the  early  months  of  this  year  when 
marketings  and  slaughter  were  heaviest.    As  slaughter  decreased  during 
the  early  summer  months,  prices  showed  a  firmer  tendency,  which  continued 
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during  the  late  summer  months  as  seasonal  demand  increased  and  further 
reductions  occurred  in  supplies.     Further  price  increases  are  in  prospect, 
and  it  is  expected  that  in  most  countries  hog  and  pork  prices  during  the 
season  opening  October  1,  1937,  will  be  maintained  at  levels  higher  than 
in  the  season  now  closing. 

The  movement  of  hogs  and  pork  from  surplus  countries  to  deficit 
countries  in  Central  Europe  declined  during  the  past  hog  year,  largely 
because  of  increased  domestic  production  in  the  latter  countries.  An 
increased  movement  to  southern  Europe  and  the  United  States  occurred.  In 
the  coming  hog  year,  opportunities  to  export  to  Great  Britain  will  probably 
expand,  but  some  of  the  principal  bacon  countries  have  so  reduced  their 
production  that  greatly  increased  quotas,   for  a  time  at  least, -will  be 
filled  only  with  difficulty.    An  increased  movement  to  Central  Europe  also 
will  be  necessary,  if  consumption  is  maintained  in  those  countries,  but 
the  movement  itself  will  probably  depend  on  the  ability  of  surplus  countries 
to  absorb  the  industrial  goods  of  the  deficit  or  importing  countries. 

The  smaller  European  hog  numbers  and  the  likelihood  that  industrial 
activity  will  continue  at  recent  levels  suggest  an  increasing  European 
need  for  Western  Hemisphere  pork  and  fat.     It  is  regarded  as  probable 
that  the  reduced  supplies  and  relatively  high  prices  of  both  pork  and  lard 
in  Europe  may  encourage  the  relaxing  of  existing  import  restrictions  on 
those  products.    European  hog  developments,  however,  following  the  marked 
declines  in  American,  hog  production  and  lard  e:ports,  have  encouraged  the 
use  of  vegetable  and  marine  oils  in  the  European  diet. 

INTERNATIONAL  TRADE  IN  COTTON,  1936-37 

In  the  year  ended  July  31,  1937,  the  volume  of  cotton  entering 
into  international  commerce  totaled  12,789,000  bales.     This  was  consider- 
ably larger  than  during  the  2  preceding  years  and  v/as  almost  as  large  as 
the  average,  for  the  10-year  period,  1923-24  to  1932-33.     In  1936-37  the 
United  States  supplied  a  little  less  than  45  percent  of  the  world  total  as 
against  64  percent  in  the  10-year  period  that  ended  with  1932-33.     In  the 
year  just  ,  closed,  29  percent  came  from  British  India:  as  against  21  percent 
in  the  earlier  period  --nd  8  percent  from  Brazil  as"  against  an  a.verage  of 
less  than  1  percent  in  the  years  1923-24  to  1932-33.  '  Exports  from  Egypt, 
Peru,  and  Argentina  also  showed  some  gain  during  the  past  4  years. 

United  States.:     In  the  cotton  season  that  ended  July  31,  1937,  ex- 
ports of  raw  cotton  from  the  United  States  amounted  to  5,689,000  bales. 
Japan,  the  heaviest  purchaser,  took  1,612,000  bales,  Which  exceeded  the 
exports  to  that  country  of  the  2  preceding  years  and  was  considerably 
above  the  10-year  average.     Though  fluctuating  more  or  less,  the  trend  in 
exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  has  been  decidedly  downward.     Only  twice  in 
the  past  15  years,   in  1930-31  and  1934-35,  did  exports  to ■ the  United 
Kingdom  drop  below  those  of  the  past  season.  '  ' 
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IHTEPJiATIONAL  TRADE  IE  COTTON,  1936-57,  CONT'D 

British  India;    Exports  from  British  India  in  1936-57  totaled 
5,709,000  "bales,  exceeding  the  previous  peak  of  1955-36  hy  217,000  "bales, 
Exports  to  Japan  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase. 

Egypt:     Total  exports  from  Egypt  amounted  to  1,828,000  hales,  or 
a  little  "below  the  peak  reached  in  1955-54.     More  than  one-third  of  this 
went  to  the  United  Kingdom.    Exports  to  Japan  amounted  to  208,000  bales, 
a  peak  figure  and  a  gain  of  76  percent  over  last  season. 

Brazil:  Of  outstanding  significance  was  the  gain  in  exports  from 
Brazil.    Eor  the  year  ended  July  51,  exports  reached  approximately 
1,072,000  hales  compared  with  745,000  hales  last  season,  a  gain  of  44 
percent,  and  a  gain  of  nearly  1,000,000  hales  when  compared  with  the  1C- 
year  average.    Exports  to  Japan,  which  amounted  to  8,000  hales  in  1933^34, 
rose  to  more  than  200,000  hales  in  the  year  just  closed. 

Peru  and  Argentina;  In  1956-57,  Peru  exported  a  total  of  550,000 
hales,  8  percent  less  than  in  1955-56.    Because  of  a  snort  crop,  exports: 
Argentina,  at  141,000  hales,  were  smaller  than  those  of  last  season.

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UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  DURING  JULY  1937 

The  volume  index. of  United  States  exports  of  farm  products  during 
July  stood  at  37  percent  of  its  1909-10  to  1913-14  average.     This  was 
a  new  low  record  for  the  month.    With  the  exception  of  grains  and  lard, 
all  groups  were  below  their  July  1936  level.     The  index  for  cotton  was  43s 
the  lowest,  since  September  1914.    Fruit  exports  were  the  lowest  for  any 
July  in  more  than  a  decade. 


Exports  of  wheat  appear  as  the  bright  spot  in  the  export  picture, 
The  index  rose  to  44,  the  highest  July  index  since  1932  and  the  highest 
monthly  index  for  that  commodity  since  April  1934.

United  States  exports  of  farm  products  reached  a  value  of  $32,044,000 
in  July.     This  represented  a  small  gain  over  July  1936,  when  the  value 
totaled  $31,746,000.     The  volume  index 'for  the  same  month  was  37  as 
against  39  in  July  a  year  ago,  or  a  decrease  of  5  percent. 

Foreign  markets  absorbed  129,000  bales  of  raw  cotton  valued  at 
$8,627,000,  an  average  value  of  13.4  cents  per 'pound.     In  July  1936,  ex- 
ports stood  at  162,000  bales,  valued  at  $10, 173, 000, ' making  an  average 
value  of  12.5  cents  per  pound.     Italy  was  the  only  European  country  that 
took  more  cotton  in  July  of  this  year  than  in  July  1936.     Sales  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  which  amounted  to  62,000  bales  in 'July  1936,  fell  to 
25,000  bales  in  July  of  this  year.    Exports  to  France  and  Poland  also 
suffered  heavily.    Russia,  Spain,  China  and  British  India  took -no  •■American 
cotton  during  July.    Unsettled  conditions  in  the  Orient  reduced  exports 
to  Japan  to  29,000  bales,  an  -unusually  small  taking  for  July.    Exports  to 
Canada  amounted  to  19,000  bales  and  were  exceeded  only  in  July  1934  and 
July  1935. 
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UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  DURING  JULY  1937,  CONT'D 

United  States  exports  of  wheat  grain  rose  to  2,145,000  bushels  valued  at 
$2,935,000,  or  an  average  of  $1.37  per  'bushel.     In  the  same  month  a  year  ego,  ex- 
ports amounted  to  only  26,000  bushels  with  a  value  of  $31,000,  or  an  average  of 
$1.19  per  bushel.     The  Netherlands,  Belgium,  and  Canada  took  the  bulk;  of  the 
exported  wheat.    Exports  of  flour  milled  from  domestic  grain  increased  from 
78,000  barrels  a  year  ago  to  127,000  barrels  in  July  of  this  season,  while  ex- 
ports from  imported  grains  fell  off.     The  United  States  also  exported  more  oats, 
rye,   and  milled  rice  this  season  than  last. 

Nearly  all  the  fruits  recorded  a  decline  when  compared  with  a  year  earlier, 
the  only  exception  being  dried  prunes,  for  which  there  was  a  considerable  gain 
in  both  volume  and  value.     There  was  a  better  foreign  demand  for  lard,  fresh 
beef,  pork,  lamb,  poultry,  and  all  kinds  of  sausage  than  during  July  a  year  ago, 
but  exports  of  all  other  meats  doclinod.     Total  exports  of  leaf  tobacco  declined 
23  percent  compared  with  those  of  a  year  ago.     Smaller  exports  of  flue-cured  leaf 
accounted  for  most  of  the  decrease.     Some  other  commodities  showing  gains  over 
last  season  were  live  cattle,  cheese,  canned  milk,  eggs,  walnuts,  crude  cotton- 
seed oil,  linseed  oil,  green  beans  and  peas,  potatoes,  and  c finned  vegetables.

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UNITED  STATES  AGRI CULTURAL  IMPORTS  DURING  JULY  1937 

In  the  month  of  July  1937,  United  States  imports  of  farm  products 
were  valued  at  $135,983,000  as  against  $99,564,000  in  July  a  year  earlier. 
Approximately  41  percent  of  this  total  consisted  of  such  non-competitive 
imports  as  crude  rubber,  tea,  coffee,  cacao  beans,  spices,  bananas,  drugs, 
and  certain  vegetable  fibers,  such  as  sisal,  man ila, .  kapok,  and  wool  im- 
ported free  of  duty.     The  value  of  principal  competitive  imports  stood  at 
$75,530,000  as  against  $54,161,000  in  Juiy  a  year  ago. 

With  this  year's  adequate  domestic  supplies  not  yet  on  the  market, 
and  still  under  the  influence  of  the  1936  drought,   imports  of  corn,  meats, 
cattle,  oil  cake,  and  most  other  feeds tuffs  were  much  above  those  for 
July  1936.   Sugar,  the  largest  single  item,  made  up  more  than  one-fifth 
of  total  competitive  imports,  329,000  short  tons  of  sugar  with  a  value 
of  $16,908,000  being  imported.     This  represented  a  gain  in  volume  but 
a  decrease  in  value  when  compared  with  imports  of  the  preceding  year. 
United  States  imports  of  corn  rose  from  1,301,000  bushels,  valued  at 
$504,000,  in  July  1936  to  15,735,000  bushels,  valued  at  $11,372,000,  in 
July  of  this  year.    Argentina  supplied  13,279,000  bushels,  and  most  of 
the  remainder  came  from  Canada,  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  and  Yugoslavia. 
In  July  1936,  the  United  States  imported  5,483.000  bushels  of  wheat, 
mostly  from  Canada.    Approximately  3,388,CO0  bushels  were  entered  for 
domestic  consumption  at  a  tariff  rate  of  42  cents  per  bushel.     In  July 
1937,  imports  of  wheat  dropped  to  1,263,000  bushels,  of  which  490,000 
bushels  represented  imports  for  consumption. 

The  United  States  imported  48,199,000  pounds  of  oil  cake  in  July, 
or  four  times  the  quantity  imported  in  the  same  month  last  season.  Most 
of  the  gain  was  in  imports  of  coconut-oil  cake  and  oil-cake  meal,  all 
of  which  came  from  the  Philippines,  and  soybean-oil  cake  and  oil  cake 
meal,  mostly  from  China  and  Kwantung.     Near.ly  all  the  vegetable  oils  and 
oilseeds  recorded  gains  over  July  of  last  year.  Palm-kernel  oil  showed 
the  heaviest  increase,  from  2,000,000  pounds  to  more  than  24,000,000 
pounds.     The  Netherlands  and  Germany  supply  most  of  our  imported  palm-kernel 
oil.     Imports  of  palm  nuts  and  palm- nut  kernels  increased  from  3,379,000 
pounds  in  July  of  last  season  to  28,363,000  pounds  in  July  1937.  Brazil, 
Algeria.,  and  other  French  African  possessions  supplied  the  larger  share 
of  these  imports.     Cottonseed,  palm,  peanut,  tung,  and  soybean  oils  also  made 
heavy  gains.    Paifcially  offsetting  the  gains  in  the  other  vegetable  oils, 
imports  of  coconut,  perilia,  rapeseed,  and  .sunflower  oils  dropped  off 
heavily, 

Imports  of  butter  and  cheese  were  under  those  for  July  of  last 
season.    M0re  Swiss  cheese  was  imported,  but  imports  of  Cheddar  and 
other  varieties  declined.     Imports  of  hides  and  skins  were  only  moderately 
higher,  and  less  dutiable  wool  was  received . from  foreign  sources.  Canada 
and  Poland,  our  principal  sources  of  supply,  furnished  more  fresh  and 
cured  pork  than  in  July  193  6.     Imports  of  canned  beef,  which  came  largely 
from  Argentina,  and  Uruguay,  amounted  to  10,323,000  pounds,  a  gain  of
